as outlined. 


Carried. 


A discussion of suggested recommenda- 
tions which were a result of a joint meet- 
ing between Michigan State Highway De- 
partment officials, Ingham County Road 
Commission, Lansing Township and Fran- 
dor representatives, City Traffic Engineer 
and Planning Director was held, and it 
was moved and supported that a traffic 
signal at Clippert and Saginaw (M-43 & 
M-78 E.) be installed, and other suggested 
recommendations be tabled for further 
study. 


Carried. 


Board was informed of the removal or 
trimming of hedges and bushes which were 
considered traffic hazards at forty-eight 
locations, mainly intersections. 


A copy of the proposed budget for 1965-66 
was given to each member to study and 
they are to be called for their opinions on 
this budget. 


A tabulation of number of accidents and 
the type of accidents at fifty high accident 
intersections was presented to the Board. 
Specific recommendations for changes in 
regulations and controls will be prepared 
for discussion at the next Board meeting.

The one hour/one nickel—for conveni- 
ence—one hour for one dime meter came 
up for discussion and it was moved and 
supported that these meters continue to be 
used as a convenience to the public when 
they do not have a nickel available. 


Carried. 


The request for reducing the speed limit 
on Holmes Rd. between Deerfield and Way- 
erly from 45 MPH to 35 MPH was dis- 
cussed and it was moved and supported 
that this be tabled until a speed check 
can be made. 


Carried. 


A request concerning the school children 
crossing Jerome at Holmes was turned over 
to Lt. McCourt’s office. 


A letter protesting the proposed turn 
around planned for vehicles on Shepard 
north of I-496 freeway was read and dis- 
cussed. It was moved and supported that 
if possible this be made a pull-in back-out 
turn around. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
YIELD signs be erected on Oak at Vermont. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the No Standing or Parking 4 P.M.-6 P.M. 
regulation be removed but that the No 
Parking At Any Time regulation be re- 
tained on the east side of Capitol Avenue 
from Michigan Ave. to Allegan St., pro- 
vided the Jack Tar Hotel cooperates by 
erecting a sign informing guests to use 
Capito] Ave., entrance when Michigan Ave.. 
entrance is full.

The Board commended the Traffic Engi- 
neer for his work in the reversal of the 
north-south one-way streets and in working 
out ways to help alleviate problems caused 
by this reversal.

tions after which a joint meeting will be 
held to compare and discuss recommenda- 
tions. 


The Board was informed that information 
has been received from Grand Rapids and 
Kalamazoo regarding IBM punch cards for 
recording accident reports. This will be 
studied and a report made. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the Traffic Board go on record as emphatic- 
ally recommending to City Council that a 
grade separation be included in the plans 


FEBRUARY 16, 1965 


for the extension of Aurelius Road at the 
Grand Trunk Western Railroad.
